fo2 to defend them from the froſt (if there come any) with 

Fumigations oꝛ fmokes , made on ihe winde fide of your 

Oꝛchards, oz vnder your Trees) with ſtraw. Hey, dꝛie, 

Chaffe, dꝛie Dre dung, ol ſawdult dꝛyed in an Duen, of 

Tanners Oze dꝛped likewiſe of Galbanum,of olde ſhocs , 

thatch of houſes, of haire and ſuch like, one of theſe to be 

blend with an other: all theſe bee god againſt the Froſt in 
the ſpꝛing time, and ſpetially ge d againlt the Eaſt winde, 
which bꝛeedeth (as ſome ſay) the Catterpiller woꝛme.

TY Hen your Hops bee well toffed and turned on boarded 
flow2es, and well dyed (as I haue afo2e ſhewed) pte 
tall put them into great  ſackes acco2ding to the quantitte 
of pour hops, and let them be troden downe hard together, 
which will keepe their ſtrength longer, and ſo pe map re- 
ſerue them, and take at your pleaſure. Dome do vſe( which 
haue but ſmall ſfo2e) to tread them into dye Fats, and ſo 
ſerue them fo2 theyꝛ ble, which is tounted the better 
way, and the leffe poꝛcion doth ſerue, and 
will longerkepe they? vertue 
and ſtrengtg. 
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
